MEETIN6 OF WESTERN CONGRESSMEN. 


T 


HERE was a meeting of western congressmen, 
Senators and Representatives last Monday ev- 


ening in a committee room in the capitol building 
at Washington. Those present were Representa- 
tives Newlands, of Nevada, Stark, Burkett, Robin- 
son and Shallenberger, of Nebraska; Bell and Scha- 
froth, of Colorado; Martin and Burke, of South Da- 
kota; Southerland, of Utah; Cushman and Tongue, 
of Washington; Jones, of Oregon; Mondell, of Wy- 
oming. Senators Warren, Dubois, Millard, Diet- 
rich, Kearns and Gibson. The main object of the 
meeting was the consideration of the irrigation sub- 
ject, and to come to some agreement as to the course 
to be pursued and to the provisions of a bill that 
would insure their unanimous support. The ques- 
tion hinged upon national or State control. 


Mr. Newlands opposed State control and the 


providing of the money from the sale of the public 
domain to apply to irrigation works. 
Such sales in 


Nevada only amount to $9,000 per annum. He fa- 
vored a national law applicable to the whole public 
domain which must be treated as a unit. 
Oklaho- 


ma's land sales, he said, amount to $600,000, yet the 
Territory needs no irrigation. 


Mr. Mondell, of Wyoming, favored a bill for the 


national government to conserve the waters and let 
the State dispose of the water control and divert it. 


Mr. Shafroth, of Colorado, wanted a bill for gov- 


ernment to build reservoirs and carry the water to 
the arid lands and leave the rest to private enter- 
prise. 


Senator Dubois, of Idaho, believed that all would 


agree upon any bill for irrigation on a large scale, 
for which he congratulated the members present. 
He said it would be criminal to let such an oppor- 
tunity pass. The President was with the proposi- 
tion and the members were not so far apart that 
they could not easily get together. His motion 
that a committee of seventeen be appointed to draft 
a bill to be reported at an adjourned meeting was 
carried and the following members were agreed up- 
on; Washington, Mr. Jones; Oregon, Mr. Tongue; 
Californio, Mr. Bard; Nevada, Mr. Newlands; Idaho, 
Mr. Dubois; Montana, Mr. Gibson; Wyoming, Mr. 
Mondell; Colorado, Mr. Shatroth; Utah, Mr. Kearns; 
Arizona, Mr. Smith; New Mexico, Mr. Rodey; Okla- 
homa, Mr. Flynn; Kansas, Mr. Roeder; Nebraska, 
Mr. Dietrich; South Dakota, Mr. Martin; North Da- 
kota, Mr. Hansbrough. 


It is to be hoped that a bill that will receive the 


unanimous support of the members from the arid 
land sections will be agreed upon. The Journal be- 
lieves that the national control proposition should 
carry. It is in the interest of settlers and home- 
builders, while the State control project, such as is 
proposed in the Wyoming bill of Mr. Mondell, is 
open to the objection that it would enable the se- 
curing of large tracts of land by individuals and 
corporations, to the exclusion of men and families, 
of small means who desire small holdings upon 
which to build their homes 


It will be noticed that Senators Jones and Stew- 


art, of almost anywhere except Nevada, were con- 
spicuous by their absence from the meeting.

S was confidently expected, President Roosevelt 


favored in his message the construction of an 


isthmus canal and there appears to be no partisan 
opposition to the general proposition. 
The Presi- 


dent does not commit himself as between the Nicar- 
augua and Panama routes, but will probably be 
guided by the report of the commission which has 
been assigned the task of making surveys and esti- 
mates of the cost. Of course this is based upon the 
terms of the Panama Canal company, upon the 
work it has comoleted. Representatives of that 
company are in Washington looking over the situa- 
tion, and it has been said were authorized to submit 
better terras if they concluded it was desirable. 


The draft of the new treaty brought over by 


Lord Pauncefote from London, meets the objections 
raised by the Senate last winter and denied ratifica- 
tion. The difference was substantially as to the ab- 
rogation or modification of the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty of a half century ago, and Great Britain pro- 
poses to do away with that contention by abrogat- 
ing such convention outright. It has not been ex- 
pected that proposition would be assented to and so 
when stated, it was unofficially surmised that there 
must be some counter concessions demanded and re- 
ciprocal trade, conditions with the British West In- 
dies was suggested. 
It is emphatically denied that 


there are any conditions to the abrogation. The 
facts are that Great Britain is desirous that such a 
passage be constructed, believing it to be for her 
important commercial advantage. Since it has been 
universally agreed that such canal, though owned 
by the United States exclusively, should be main- 
tained neutral in time of peace, such commercial 
advantage would come to Great Britain without cost 
or responsibility. And so to hasten its consumma- 
tion, after a full conference, Lord Pouncefote comes 
back with his protocol, meeting all the substantial 
objections that the Senate raised to the former 
treaty draft.
